It
has grown more rapidly. than any
other. department and is -function-
ing in every school In the Los
Angeles system,

Visual -education means visual
instruction or instruction by sight.
Anything can be described in glow-
ing terms to a child but unless he
has seen it he will never get any
idea of it. *

Individuals are educated by being
shown. If a thing cannot be seen
the next best thing is a picture.
